The BriKiklyn Uuiidic.sp lias therefore long been 
a race to Indd the allention of the piihlii-. It is, 
however, not the only big prize to be <lei-ide<l during 
the Queens Connly meeliiig next June. There are 
the Dwjer and Ca.-Itoii Stakes, for three-year-olds, 
with an added value of #.">,(Klo and .'f3,.>ttn resiiei - 
lively, the former at a mile and an eighth and the 
latter at a mile. The Eazelle, for fillies of the 
same age. has S2.-'KtO added. It is run at a mile 
and a sixteetitii. The Dw.xer .Stakes, known as the 
Hroiiklyii Derhy until 191S, whin the name was 
cliaiiged in meniot.v of the late I’hilip J. Dw.ver. has 
a flue tradition. It was first run for in 1RS7, when 
Hanover was the winner. The names of the great- 
est of eiir Ihree-.veai -oids appear on its honor roll, 
aud there is just a tinge of regret lliat it could not 
have been preserved at its original dixtance of a 
mile and a lit.lf. Hanover won it over that route 
and so did Fair Pla.v, Peter Pan. Petrnehio. Roitni- 
bert and others. Fair Play has the reeord time 
of 2:33 at the teat of a mile aud a half. 

With the reduction of the distance to a mile and 
an eiglith there has been no ilimiiinlion of tbe 
fighting spirit which seems a part of the race. 
It is generall.v run from start to finish with a fury 
that was so vividly demonstrated h.v Mar < loud 
and Jack Hare Jr. in 1918. Piiicliase and Sir Barton 
in 1918, until the latter grahited a plate, and Man 
o’ War and Joh’i P. Grier in 1920. Perhaps Mor 
vleh, Eucky Hour. Biiiiltiig, Kai-Sang. Broomster, 
Borf Kider and other gowl colts will duplicate these 
flue I'outests next June.

Prince Agii Khan— at his hack this summer at 
Deauville, he was able to purchase what he wanted 
at the sales. Cerlainl.t he lias a grand hsikiiig 
lot in the Aga Khan’s colleclion. They are by 
riionberski. Negofol. .Mcanlara IE. Goigos. Fir 
uioyle. Kanchenr. Sans le Son. Saradauapole. E’oi- 
sean Eyre, -Arc de Trioinphe. Brnlenr and Kwang- 
Sn. Among the lot are brothers and sisters lo noted 
performers. They will not be wanted for the races 
until the end of next June, so they are only walk- 
ing, trotting and cantering. Take them right 
ihrongh and they impress one ns being big iwo- 
yearolds. They look bard and benlthy. There are 
just under thirty of them, and certainly if looks 
go for anything they will render a good account 
of themselves. 

Duke lias nothing against big two-year-obls. He 
say- his success lias always been wilb the “big 
’nits.” The Vanderbilt breed were all large. Brn- 
inclli was a whale, and so was Sea Sick. We were 
inirlictilarly impressed with a Gorges eolt, a Xego- 
fol. an Aleantara II. and a Sans le Son. Tliere 
Is also a filly sister fo that good Hennessy horse 
.Sonibier, by ' Gorges. Before these I wo-year-olds 
left Chantilly for Maisons-Eafitte. rumor says 
that Duke moved them along a hit, and this filly 
could fairly fly. She is not a Intivy filly and has 
plenty of size' and finality, ’riiey jaiid something 
like one hundred thousand and some odd francs for 
her. We adjoiirneil to the house for tea and Gif- 
ford CiK-iiraii coin pit men ted Duke on the coiitiiliou 
of his horses and what a good-looking lot he had 
and said he felt positive the Indian prince would 
have a pletisant d**btit on the tnrf. Duke said that 
he had been fooled Itefore sometimes in horses and 
If knew he wimld someliiiies be f<K>]ed again, hut 
he really tlionghi he had some runners for this 
.Tear. 

As we were saying good-by we asked Dnke which 
horse he eonsidered the liest he ever trained. WitU- 
iiiit a moment’s hesitation he replied Prestige and 
MucKinley. It snrpriseii us ami we asked if Mac- 
Kinlcy wits that sort of a horse. “Indeed he was.” 
said Duke, and added, "Fnink will tell .von the 
siune thing.” The motor was turning, for with a 
“Good night, gentlemen, come out any time, you’re 
always welcome.” from Dnke. we are wsm mak- 
ing a fpiick run into Paris. Going down the Champs 
El.v.sees Gifford Cochran said, "Why couldn’t we 
run to (’lisiitilly tomorrow; do you know these 
French liorscs limk pretty good lo me'/” So Chan- 
tilly it is.

KENTUCKY DERBY OF 1922 



Change of Conditions Will Make It Most Valu- 
able of American Stakes. 



CIXCINN.ATI. Ohio. January 29. — The oonililions 
for the Kenluck.v Derby of 1922 have been framed. 
I’lider these it will be the richest of American 
stakes. The Derh.v will have $.7l>,(MK) added, but tlie 
seeitiiil money will he reduced to $15,01)00 from $10.- 
oiiO. third from 85.000 lo 83,000 and fourth from 
.82.000 to $1,000. This will add $7,000 to the win 
tter’s shiire and with twelve starters only this will 
make Hie sum some $4.7,000. But that is not all. 
The starting fee of the past was $2.70. It will be 
$.700 this year. This means $3,000 more in value 
witli only twelve starters. It is therefore quite 
likely th.-it the Kentucky Derby winner of 1922 will 
lake $.70.0tX) or more, as Hiere are likely lo lie more 
Hiiin twelve starters. 

E-isI year's K*iiliicky Derby was really Hie most 
valitable of the American stakes, but its starling 
fee and liberal second, lltird and fonrtli nione.vs kept 
it below the winner’s total only. 

The five big stakes of 1921 hud these total values: 
Kentucky Derb.v iBchave A’onrsclf). $55,450: Break 
ness Stakes (Bnaimspnn). $53,000; rimlico Futurity 
(Jlorvicht, $51,250: New A’ork Fiititrity (Rnntingl, 
$47,449. and Hopeful (Morviclt). $39,900. 

The other conditions of the Derb.v are not to be 
ohanged. Nominations will close I’ebrnary 21 and 
the great race will be run at t’hnrchill Downs Sat- 
urday, Ma.v 13.

InfractioDR of th<* rules of racing meet with sure 
and KWifi imuisliiuont in a niensnre eomnienaiirate 
with the offeuse e<imuiitte<l. It is to tlie glory and 
integrity of the sjiort that the stewards and other 
officials of the various racing organisations are 
only infie<iuently culled ou to inflict the maximum 
jienalty. “ruled off for life.” Most of the offenses 
arc minor ones and tlie guilty ones are usually re- 
instated at tlie expiration of a <-ertain stipulated 
p<‘fiod of piinislimcnt.
